Proposed School Site Purchase Draws 


Protests From Atherton Civic League 


Purchase of the school site on 
Seilby Lane slated for June 5 by the 
Redwood City School District drew 
storms of protest from members of 
the Civic Interest League of Ather- 
ton at the League’s quarterly meet— 
ing Tuesday night. 

Opinion in favor of another site 
was brought out when Chairman 
Irving E. Kesterson announced that 
definite plans were underway for 
the purchase of the property by 
the board from John S. Wickett, 
and that the intended purchase has 
been advertised in the papers and 
will continue to be advertised until 
the proposed consummation of the 
sale on June 5. 

Mest objections came from ad— 
joining property owners who felt 
that the building of a school on 
that particular site would interfere 
with the rural type of community 
in Atherton. 

One member, who owns the prop- 
erty directly across the street from 
the proposed site, stated that he 
would refuse to build on his prop- 
erty if a school were erected on 
the proposed site. Other members 
voiced similar ‘opinions, and one 
member said he would sell his prop- 
erty if the school were built. 


University Park 
May Be Included 
In Hospital Area 


Legal ways of bringing University 
Park into the Sequoia Hospital 
District are being studied by Paul 
A. McCarthy, attorney for the dist- 
rict, after a citizen of the area re- 
ported that residents now desire to 
come in. 

The matter probably won’t be 
taken care of until after the spec_ 
ial $1,500,000 bond issue election on 
June 6, 

A University Park resident ap- 
proached H. E. (Rowdy) Holmquist, 
chairman of the election: campaign 
committee, and Holmquisth relayed 
the information to the hospital dis- 
trict board. He said he thought the 
board should do something about it. 


An intensive campaign to get vot— 
ers of the Sequola aistrict to the 
polls on Friday, June 6, to vote on 
the hospital bonds was launched last 
‘| night when the citizens’ campaign 
committee met in the city hall at 
Redwood City. 

Distribution of circulars, use of 
street signs and bumper strips, mail- 
ing of post cards, wearing of lapel 
buttons, distribation of window pos. 
ters, and empsoyment of “Vote Yes” 
stickers on envelopes were means 
put into use to keep citizens remind— 
ed of the election date, 

Lapel buttons, already making 
their appearance on many boosters 
for the hospital, are available in 
drug stores of the district, at the 
campaign. headquarters in the 
chamber of commerce office at Red— 
wood City, at the Belmont City Hall, 
and at Holmquist Hardware. 

Bumper strips will be available to- 
day at many independent service 
stations in downtown areas of the 
Sequoia district, Campaign Director 
Kenneth L. Bowen reported. 

Large photos of the architect’s 
sketch of the proposed Sequoia Dis 
trict Hospital are on display 
throughout the district. In Menlo 
Park a photo is located in the Menlo 
Park Hardware Company window at 
1089 El Camino Real.

recommendation. 

The members finally moved that 
such a committee be appointed by 
Kesterson after a lengthy debate. 
Ingram was opposed to the proposed 
site on the grounds that the rural 
atmosphere which the citizens of 
Atherton had sought for some 60 
years would tend to be éradicated. 


Wickett, owner of the controversi_ 
al property, stated that the school 
board has the right to condemn 
any property. He added that he was 
not too anxious at first to sell the 
property because he could make 
more subdividing it, but was doing 
so at the board’s insistence. 


School superintendent Andrew 
Spinas of the Board of Education 
said property must be acquired now 
because of the large number of new 
homes being built in that district. 
He stated that the board had re- 
commended that the type of build_ 
ing and of landscaping conform to 
the wishes of the citizens of Ather- 
ton. 

Chairman Kesterson told the 
Members at the close of the meet- 
ing that he would appoint a com— 
mittee of five to make a concerted 
effort in the proposition of a school 
site selection. 

Robert W. Garver, traffic engin— 
eer from California State Automo- 
bile Association, was the main 
speaker on the program. 

Garver told the members that, 
from his observations of the streets 
of Atherton, the function of the 


League as far as safety is concern- | ¢¢ 
_,ed was missionary. He suggested 


that members interest their neigh- 
bors in a safety campaign. 

Engineering improvements in Ath 
erton would be impractical and ex- 
pensive for what safety benefit 
would be derived, he said. 

Enforcement and education, or 
self-enforcement as he termed it, 
are the only suitable methods for 
improving safety in Atherton, Gar- 
ver declared. 

Garver complimented Police Chief 
Ed Farrell for his enforcement of 
traffic laws, for his keeping of rec- 
ords and for his use of facts instead 
of opinion.

Utilities: Jack Schlaepfer, chair_ 
man, reported that lowering of wa— 
ter rates would not be easy; that 
most likely Atherton would get an 
“Emerson” telephone number and a 
boost in rates; that the establish- 
ment of a branch office in Atherton 
of the Menlo Park Post Office now 
rests in the hands of the Postal 
Department in Washington. 

Budget and Taxes: E. C. La Mon— 
tagne, chairman, reported that the 
committee had discussed the reduc— 
tion of assessments on real estate 
with the county assessor, and at the 
present there had been no positive 
outcome of that discussion. 

Business Zoning: John Parker, 
chairman, said that the committee 
recommended an expert city planner 
be brought in to discuss the matter 
of business zoning. 

Law and Legislation: George H. 
Linsley, chairman, urged members 
to read the ordinance concerning 
zoning in order to keep Atherton a 
residential district. He further 
*tated that the pending suit attemp. 
ting to force commercial zoning of 
property along El Camino Real 
would be fought by the city attorney. 

Schools: Mrs. Ernest H. Sultan, 
acting chairman, reported that there 
would be no new school in Atherton. 
This report, however, was prepared 
by Mrs. H. N. Kuechler, chairman of 
the committee, prior to the action 
last week of the Redwood City 
School District in the intended pur_ 
chase of the controversial site on 
Selby Lane. 

Streets: Melvin D. Savage, chair— 
man, said the committee had no re- 
port. 

Transportation: John Roos, chair— 
man, said the committee had no re-

Public Relations: George Forester, 
acting chairman, stated no report.

Movie Economy

of them plan to turn out fewer pictures this year, but in general the 
1946 rate of production will be maintained. With the cost of making 
movies more than double what it was before the war, the studios 
will be in a still more difficult spot if the box office receipts start 
to drop off in a big way. Producers are also finding that the com- 
paratively inexpensive “B” pictures are apparently losing whatever 
popularity they once enjoyed. Hence they are finding it necessary 
to concentrate more on the bigger pictures—which cost more maney, 
and make their economy efforts more difficult.

And I sit here laughing, Keith, wondering what you put 
into that column at the last hurried moment when my observations 
on Denver’s snow-capped mountains and Chicago’s coal-capped sky-— 
scrapers failed to make the dead line, 

You had very little time to put any opinions into print with the 
many matters that always come up at the last moment, and it will 
be great fun to see what you did toss into the void. 

Perhaps we heard from the governor on the traffic situation. 
Perhaps the school board elections or some development in consider- 
ation of a high-school site stirred you to sudden comment. Perhaps, 
of just perhaps, some definite word from our new linotype machine 
gave you both inspiration and excuse to crow. I shall not know 
until my return to Menlo, for I’m soon on the move with no mail 
following me. 

Yesterday’s issue of the Chicago Tribune came in three sections— 
54 pages, 8 columns to the page, and 22 inches to the column. This 
makes 9,504 inches of of newsprint, and all for 4 cents. Nine full 
pages were given to classified ads, with 31 columns of this devoted to 
“Help Wanted” under individual and agency headings. The paper 
carried 7, 139 inches of advertising and that means just a bit over 
75 percent of its volume. I took an hour off to measure it. 

The old “Line-O-Type or Two” column seems no better and no 
worse than 20 years ago, but after reading the questions and answers 
under “How To Keep Well,” I think this is a service we should pro- 
vide our people! Warren or Jack could supply the “answers” while 
setting the questions in type and no one lose a moment’s time. Listen 
to this, and I quote: A. R. writes, “What causes the voice to crack 
and sound like a broken reed?” Reply: “This is a form of hoarse- 
ness and may imply that something is amiss in the vocal cords.” 
(Seems they know their anatomy.) 

I suppose I should not pass up this self-styled ‘“World’s Greatest 
Newspaper” without some serious attention to its editorial slant, but 
as the issue was devoted to exposing the bonuses awarded last year 
to city officials and employees, to the tune of $200,000, I think it 
would fail to interest our subscribers, who must feel only pity for 
any one living in the city of wind, work and worry. 

The suburb in which I am visiting is 21 miles west of the Loop. 
It boasts a population of 10,000 with a business district three times 
the size of ours—mostly old and dingy, with parking meters every- 
where. All stores, excepting Drugs, close Wednesday afternoons the 
year round. No groceries stay open in the evenings or Sundays. 
Delicatessen, drygoods and others open two evenings until 9 o'clock. 

Real estate men tell me that property prices have been drop— 
ping since December, but that they are still 50 percent too high. 
There is NO building, and little hope for any until wages come down. 
While higher salaries are being demanded, the expanded wages of 
overtime work are no longer earned, and people are not spending 
money for luxuries here as they did a year ago. 

Excellent coffee may be had at any counter for 5 cents. Large 
glasses of orange juice cost but 10 cents—squeezed from California 
fruit. There is a general grumbling about the high food prices, but 
I find them lower than on the west coast. Illinois collects a 2 per 
cent sales tax on all food, 

Shops are full of summer dresses, one of them featuring “Cal- 
ifornia Cottons,” and wouldn’t that make you mad after we’ve been 
waiting for them so long. The town library is a progressive one, well 
patronized. ‘The schools have a high rating. Their attention to 
music is exceptional, with bands and orchestras doing excellent 
work. The PTA is active here as at home. 

The speed law of this city (in case you care) calls for 20 mi. 
per hr. in business districts, 25 mi. in residential, 30 mi. in some out- 
lying sections. On the two-lane highways between cities there is no 
designated state speed limit, it only being necessary at all times to 
keep the car “under control.” After June 1st no licenses will be 
issued to persons under 18 years. 

Tilinois weather is more “unusual” than any that we apologize 
for in California. Nearly all days are cold, dark and dreary. The 
ground is soaked by continual rains that should have been over in 
April. It is nothing short of tragedy to the farmers whose crops 
should have been in long ago. But I love the yellow-green of young 
leaves and the endless expanse of blue-green grass.

Your City’s Business 


By CHARLES P. BURGESS 


Last week’s council meeting was 
the longest I recall in the five years 
I’ve been a member of that body, 
the proceedings lasting from 7:30 to 
almost midnight. A great quantity 
of business was accomplished, how- 
ever, including action on three an- 
nexation proceedings involving al- 
most 400 acres, letting of the San- 
ta Cruz Avenue contract, approval 
of the Planning Commission’s pro- 
posed hedge ordinance, and a con- 
siderable number of other matters. 
A substantial fraction of the meet- 
ing time was devoted to the first 
hearing on the proposed Menlo Ave-— 
nue-University Drive improvement 
project. 

Ordinarily these days city council 
meetings are attended by only a 
half dozen persons, most of them 
city officials. But the council can 
always count on a packed house 
when it is proposed to form an as— 
sessment district to pave streets, and 
this meeting was no exception, The 
council some time ago received a 
petition asking that an assessment 
district be formed to improve these 
streets, and called an informal hear-

ing. A number of property owners 
appeared and were overwhelmingly 
in favor of the improvement. Last 
night was the first of the official 
protest hearings. 


Protests were called for, and seven 
property owners, controlling in the 
aggregate less than ten per cent of 
the property involved, registered 
disapproval of the project. In sub- 
stantially all cases, however, the ob- 
jection was directed against doing 
the job now when prices are high, 
and not against the merits of the 
improvement itself. 


Asked for a statement on paving 
costs, City Engineer Ed Smith esti_ 
mated that the present job would 
cost about forty percent more than 
prewar, substantially less than the 
increase in most other types of con— 
struction. Just how far such costs 
will decline (if at all) in the next 
two or three years is problematical. 
The peak of price inflation follow- 
ing World War I was in 1920. Prices 
did not return to the prewar level 
until 1932. Following the Civil War, 
prices reached their peak at the

close of 1864, from which point the 
prewar figure was not regained un- 
til 1878. The consensus of informed 
opinion appears to be that prices 
will settle at a level about thirty to 
fifty per cent above prewar for an 
extended period of time. If this is 
true, we have little change to look 
forward to in paving costs in the 
near future. 

Our old friend and unofficial ad- 
visor, J. W. Pembroke, attended the 
meeting and made the pertinent ob- 
servation that “there will be a rev— 
olution before wages come down”. 
Wages are the largest element in 
the determination of prices. A ma— 
terial reduction in the general price 
level will require further ingenuity 
on the part of management in im— 
provement of production efficiency, 
and an increase in the productivity 
of labor. In most fields a narrow- 
ing of the profit margin would not 
have an important effect on prices. 


A statement was made that as- 
sessed valuations were half of the 
actual value of property. While this 


is nominally supposed to be true, 


the fact is that most properties in 
Menlo Park are worth five, six or 
seven times the assessed valuation. 


It was also suggested that the pro- | 
ject wait until the City Council re-| 


duce the tax rate. The city gov- 
ernment receives less than one dol- 
lar out of every six paid in property 
taxes in Menlo Park, the rest going 
to the county, the school districts 
and special districts. Moreover, the 
city tax rate is the same as it was 


two years ago. (For more detailed 
‘information see the city’s 1947 re- 
port, which was mailed cut recently. 
If you didn’t get a copy, phone the 
City Clerk or drop by the City Hall.) 

At the meeting of the council this 
coming Tuesday, the date for the 
final protest hearing on the project 
will be set.
